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HEN NOAH raised 

his embargo on the 

cattle in his Ark and 
released them, he probably 
was quite unconcerned how 


they found their way into 
the kitchens of those days. 


When the British Govern- 
ment lift the thirty years’ 
embargo on Canadian store 
beasts on April Ist 1923, they 


are equally unconcerned. 


But the wide-awake Canadian 
Exporter of cattle has only 
himself to blame if he fails 
to investigate the line of least 
resistance when getting his 
beasts into the greatest meat- 
eating area of Britain; into 
the trademen’s entrance of the 
most densely-populated meat- 
consuming area in the world. 


The removal of the long 
embargo against Canadian 
live stock entering Britain, 
raises an important question. 


This question is: “ What ts 
the most direct and the least 
~ expensive route for transport 
of cattle into the butcher 
shops and kitchens of the 
teeming millions of Britain ?”’ 


Here is the answer. 


Follow a cattle boat as it 
steams from Canada. 


Across the wide Atlantic the - 
boat comes; its objective 1s to 
cast anchor in the closest 
proximity to the larders and 
kitchens of the greatest 
number of British people— 
the notorious meat-eating 
communities of Lancashire 


and the North. 


This, of course, means enter- 
ing the Mersey. 


The wise Cattle Exporter, 
however, knows that dis- 
embarking at the mouth of 
the Mersey implies Town 
dues, dock charges, un- 
loadings, reloadings into 
railway trucks and probably 
a railway journey, with 
further unloadings, before the 
beasts reach the Great Cattle 
Market of Lancashire, the 
famous Salford Live Stock 
Market, where buyers from 
100 towns regularly gather.

His cattle boat enters the

The boat skipper can observe 
the incense rising from five 
million kitchens where joints 
of roast beef are prepared. 
He has reached the hub of 
British meat distribution. He 
is landing his cattle, as it 
were, on the doorsteps of 
half the population of Britain.
